nun:ber and had been paid $200 montiAly in ti^is capacity# 

You xCrtlier advised that Mr« YJade also indicated txia*- a^ 3I 
Keacciiarters \ 7 as not in a position to knov/ in all instances 
whetner an individual was an informant of this Bureau. 

For your information, Jlr. Henry M. V/ade v/as inte^iewed 
by Special Agent in Giarge J. Gordon Shaniclin and Assistant 
Siecial Agent in Charge ICyle G. Clark of our Dallas, Texas, 

Office on'^February 8, 1964, in this matter. 



Jlr. V/ade claimed that during his discussion with the 
Corimission in WashiA^gton, D. C., on January 24, i9o4, whicli ne 
referred to as a very informal discussion with no notes 
to h*’ s 'crov/ledsTe^ there v/ere present Chief Justice j^arl hairen 
yourself . V/ade stated that Vfi 11 i am Alexander, his assistant; 
Wa^^'^cr.er Carr, District Attorney for the State of Texas; Robert 
Storey, former Dean of Southern Methodist University; and Leon 
Jav/orski, Houston attorney, accompanied him during his discussion 
v/itli the Commission# 



According to Mr. Wade, during his discussion with ^ 
the Commission on January 24, 1964, mention v/as made of voucner 
number 179 and the name Lee Harvey Oswald# Mr, V/ade stated tnat 
no such voucher v/as produced or exhibited. Mr, Wade claimed 
that he told the Commission that the FBI did not have any 
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informant without a number and that an informant's identity v/as 
always Icnown in FBI Headquarters* Mr, V/ade added that he told 
the Commission that an individual Special Agent, in getting money 
for an informant from FBI Headquarters, submitted the informant's 
number on a voucher v/ithout a name, Mr. V/ade also claimed he 
told the Commission that he had never heard of having an informant 
on the payroll by name, 

Mr, Wade further stated that daring his discussion 
with the Commission he thinics he v/as asked about retaining 
receipts from informants but he could not recall v/hether he had 
to obtain such receipts v/hen he v/as handling informants on 
Special Intelligence Service assignment as an FBI Agent, I-Ir. Wade 
claimed he tried to convey to the Commission that an informant 
could not be developed by an FBI Agent without knowledge of FBI 
Eeadqucirters, 

During our interviev/ v/ith Mr. Wade, he reviewed the 
e:q>ense accounts submitted by him while he v/as on Special 
Intelligence Service assignment and he stated that all funds 
expended by him v/ere entirely and accurately accounted for and 
that he nc..‘ realizes he did get receipts and that the expenditures 
by him were reported to FBI Headquarters in detail. Mr, V/ade 
also stated he did not handle any informants without the full 
knowledge of FBI Headquarters. 

Mr. Wade volunteered that he would be talking to 
you v/ithin the next fev/ days and he v/as going to clarify the 
fact that he did obtain receipts from informants, 

Jlr, V7ade further stated that during his discussion 
v/ith the Commission on January 24, 1964* he recalls there v/as a 
limited conversation about the possibility that Lee Harvey Oswald 
miglit have been an FBI informant and that there was more 
speculation that Oswald might have been an informant of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, He recalled that Mr. Robert Storey 
stated he v/as v/ith the V/ar Crimes Commission in Germany after 
V/orld V/ar II and either v/orked for or v/ith the Central Intelligence 
Agency in Europe. I-Ir, Wade added that Mr. Storey indicated that 
the Central Intelligence Agency had informants that no one knew 
about except the Central Intelligence Agency Agent and that the 
informant might have an informant. 
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In conclusion, Mr, Wade reiterated that he told the 
CoKinission that he had no infor.'nation to the effect that 
Lee Harvey Oswald was an infornant of the FBI or any Governnental 
agency.
